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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-2, drawn to a card reader, classified in class 235, subclass 449. 

II. Claims 3-20, 21, and 23, drawn to magnetic cards, classified in class 235, subclass 
492. 

IV. Claim 22, drawn to a card bearing indicia, classified in class 235, subclass 487. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions 1 and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as a card reader that 
does not require a card with the particular limitations of invention II. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions 1 and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as a card reader that 
does not require a card with the particular limitations of invention II. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
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inventions group II is a magnetic card, read by a magnetic card reader, whereby the invention of 
group III is a card with machine-readable indicia (barcode for example) and would be read by a 
separate device/reader than that of the invention of group II.

purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group. II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. If an election is made to group II (see above), the application contains claims directed to 
the following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

I) URL encoded cards (defined by claims 3-20). 

II) Physically separating advertisements to produce a plurality of printed advertisements 
(defined by claim 21). 

III) A single card bearing indicia (defined by claim 23). 

9. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
